INTRODUCTION TO HIS ROLE, SIR ROBERT NOTED THAT ALTHOUGH HE HAS 
NOT BEEN ACTIVELY INVOLVED, HE HAS MAINTAINED A "WATCHING BRIEF" 
OVER UN ACITVITIES IN AREA, IN PARTICULAR WITH REGARD TO DRVN AND 
PRG. HE STATED THAT HIS FIRST PRIORITY WAS TO CLARIFY WHAT WAS 
BEING ASKED OF THE UN AGENCIES (UNICEF, UNHCR, AS WELL AS ICRC 
AND LEAGUE OF RED CROSS SOCIETIES) IN ORDER TO GET CLEAR PICTURE 
OF NEEDS AND UN CAPABILITY TO RESPOND. PROBLEM IS NOT ONLY 
COORDINATING ACTIVIES OF UN AGENCIES BUT ALSO GETTING COMPOSITE 
PICTURE OF REQUESTS BEING MADE TO UN AND ASSESSING THEIR 
LEGITIMACY. HE NOTED, INCIDENTALLY, THAT ALTHOUGH PRG HAS 
REQUESTED ADDITIONAL FUNDS, THERE IS NO INDICATION IN THIS REQUEST

UNSURE ABOUT UN PRESENCE IN ADMINISTERING POSSIBLE PROGRAMS. 
PREVIOUS UN PRESENCE AS WELL AS MAGNITUDE OF THE PROBLEM MIGHT 
LEAD HANOI TO ACCEPT LARGER PRESENCE, BUT THAT NOT AT ALL CLEAR.
